Please amend claims 1, 6, 14, and 22 as follows: 

1. (Amended) A method for establishing a virtual circuit from a client to one of a plurality of 

servers through a network, comprising the steps of: 

(1) receiving a request for connection from a client, wherein said request specifies a 
functional group having a unique ATM address , and wherein said functional group 
includes a plurality of servers, each capable of servicing said client , and wherein each 
of said plurality of servers are assigned a unique ATM address ;
